Applicant's arguments filed 4/1/05 are persuasive in overcoming the prior art 

rejections of Office Action mailed 7/15/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by USP 
6,117,630 (Reberetal.). 

The Reber et al. patent disclosesa disk-shaped support member for holding a 
number of sample processing devices (28). The sample processing device can 
comprise a plurality of micro-fluidic conduits connected to several chambers.. Figures 3 
and 5-7 illustrate the cascade bio-chemical assay which is considered to read on the 
claimed invention. See col.3, line 35 through col.6, line 42.
